1768. In February 1770 he was appointed 
one of the lords of admiralty, and ſoon 
after a lord of the board of treaſury. In 
conſequence of an altercation with lord 
North, he was diſmiſſed from his office in 
1774, and from that time gradually roſe to 
the firſt rank in oppoſition. In March 1782, 
he was appointed one of his majeſty's.prin- 
Cipal ſecretaries of ſtate, and, having ſoon 
after refigned, was reappointed to that office 
-in April 1783. His coalition with lord 
North, and his bill for regulating the 
government of the territories of the Eaſt 
India company, raiſed an univerſal outcry 
againſt him, and he was driven from office 
in the cloſe of that year. His eloquence is 
of the moſt elevated kind, argumentative, 
energetic, and impetuous, and forms a ſtrong 
contraſt to the deliberate enunciation and 
the artificial cadences of Mr, Pitt. His

contracted a friendſhip with doctor Parr, at 
that time one of the under maſters, which has 
ever ſince ſubſiſted. His original deſtination 
was that of the law, and he is ſaid to have 
made conſiderable proficiency in that ſtudy. Mr. 
Sheridan married in 1773 Miſs Elizabeth Lin- 
ley, who had at that time great celebrity as a 
public finger, and à part of whoſe ſtory, very 
honorable: to herſelf, is ' commemorated by Mt. 
Samuel Foote, in a comedy entitled the Maid 
of Bath. Though this lady brought Mr. She- 
ridan little or no fortune, it has however been 
ſuppoſed, that _ «fubſequent figure in the 
world has been in ſome degree owing to 
this marriage. Even at this early period, for 
he was now in the twenty: ſecond or twenty- 
third year of his age, he diſplayed that pride 
and dignity of mind, which are characteriſtic of 
a generous ſpirit and: a true genius; ſince, not- 
withſtanding his narrow, or rather neceſſitous 
Circumſtances, he would not permit Mts. She-

period, that he was engaged in a duel with 
Captain Matthews, in which he diſplayed great 
intrepidity and ſpirit, and the circumſtances of 
which enhanced his reputation, 


The ſecond period of Mr. Sheridan's life 
makes a part of the dramatical hiſtory of this 
country. On the ſeventeenth of January 
1775 was firſt performed at the theatre of 
Covent-Garden, his comedy of the Rivals. The 
piece, as it was originally played nearly 
doubled in length the ordinary duration of a 
theatrical performance; and it ſuffered greatly 
on the firſt night from the ſeverity of the audi- 
ence. It was immediately withdrawn, and, 
being new moulded by its author, was again 
repreſented with conſiderable ſucceſs. The 
Rivals is a very imperfect compoſition, though 
it bears indiſputable marks of the fertility of the 
author's genius. The character of Mrs. Mala- 
prop, who is diſtinguiſhed from the ordinary 
run of illiterate pretenders, by the mere circum- 
ſtance of her pronouncing hard words correctly, 
but uſing them in an improper ſenſe, inſtead of 

murdering the words themſelves, as is uſually |

In the following year Mr. Sheridan enriched 
the Engliſh drama by the opera of the Duenna. 
The ſucceſs of this piece was beyond all former 
example. The Beggars Opera, which had all 
the wits, and half the nobility of England for its 
1925 partiſans, ran ſixty- three nights in one ſeaſon ; 
the Duenna ran ſeventy-five nights. The ſatire 
of this piece is beautiful and poignant; the flaſhes 
of wit are perpetual, and always of the genuine 
ſort; the ſongs are characterized by that onion, 
that ripeneſs and mellowneſs of expreſſion, which 
is — the 1 ſecret of ape writing. 


But even the merit of the Duenna was thrown 
into a comparative oblivion by the production 
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in the following year of the School for Scandal. 
The reputation of this piece has been greater and 
more immediate, than that of any literary pro- 
duction, that ever exiſted; and its merit is 
ſcarcely inferior to its reputation. The idea of 
its two principal characters reſemble that of the 
celebrated romance of Tom Jones; but, in 
moral, it is greatly inferior to that wonderful 
performance. Character indeed is not the forte 
even of this completeſt production of our author; 
but every thing is ſo exquiſitely finiſhed, and ſo 
happily conveyed, that our entertainment 1s un- 
bounded, and we can never enough applaud 
our mirth. 


The later performances of Mr. Sheridan have 
beena Monody to the Memory of Mr. Garrick, and 
the afterpiece of the Critic. The firſt of theſe 
would have reflected luſtre upon an inferior ge- 
nius, but adds nothing to our admiration of Mr. 
Sheridan. The firſt act of the Critic, which con- 
ſiſts of dramatical dialogue, has great merit, 
particularly in the character of ſir Fretful Pla- 
giary, which is ſuppoſed to be a ſatire upon

and amiable manners, but who is probably ſub- 
je& in ſome degree to the weakneſs here ridi- 
culed, and who was ſo ill adviſed or unfortunate 
as to give offence to our author. The two laſt 
acts, which conſiſt of a mock tragedy, have as 
much merit as their plan will allow, under the 
two diſadvantages of being barren in its own 
nature, and being anticipated by the popular 
comedy of the Rehearſal. The author of the 
Rehearſal had the advantage of writing in an 
zrs of falſe taſte, and having for the topic of 
his ridicule the abſurdities of ſo great a genius 
as Mr. Dryden. The errors of modern trage- 
dies are too evaneſcent for ſatire, and Mr. She- 
ridan, in order to be intelligible, was obliged 
ſometimes to have recourſe to the beſt paſſages 
of Shakeſpeare. Our mirth may be excited by 
2 traveſty of Homer, but we can never ap- 
plaud the author. Mr. Sheridan has been re- 
ported, with what truth we know not, to have 
had ſome ſhare in the Camp, a farce intended to 
compliment the ducheſs of Devonſhire. He 


contributed a prologue to captain Ayſcough's 
_ tragedy of Semiramis; and has written ſome 
other pieces of the ſame nature. Mr, Sheridan

has alſo projected a comic opera, entitled the 
Foreſters, which has never been brought upon 
the ſtage, and never finiſhed, 


In the year 1776, when Mr. Garriek retired 
from the ſtage, Mr. Sheridan purchaſed in 
conjunction with Mr. Linley, his father-in-law,

of Drury Lane theatre ; to which they ſoon after 
added the other moiety. Mr. Sheridan's ſhare 
of this property is ſaid to have amounted to 
more than one half, or about 50,0001. For 
ſome years he continued the acting manager of 
the affairs of this theatre. But, having thus 
compleated every thing to which his ambition 
could aſpire in this particular line, he now 
turned the activity of his mind to another ob- 
ject, and was encouraged by the friendſhip of 
Mr. Fox to offer himſelf as a candidate, to re- 
preſent the town of Stafford in the parliament, 
ſummoned to meet on the thirtieth of October 


1780. 


Mr. Sheridan had not every advantage for the 
forming a great public ſpeaker, which is the 
R 3 only 
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only character that leads with certainty and ho- 

nor to an eminent ſtation. in the Britiſh govern- 
| ment. His voice in particular was neither 
ſtrong, harmonious, nor of conſiderable com- 
paſs. He has however the benefit of a re- 
markably clear and accurate articulation, and 
Mr. Sheridan had been early initiated in ideas of 
public ſpeaking by his father. The difficulties, 
under which he laboured, were conquered by 
an unwearied perſeverance, and by exerciſing 
his voice on trifling topics and ordinary occa- 
ſions. But this conqueſt was not compleated, 
when he was appointed in April 1782 under, 
ſecretary of ſtate in the department of Mr. 
Fox, or even when in April 1783 he was pro- 
moted to be ſecretary to the treaſury under 

the duke of Portland. In the ſeſſion of 1 785 
Mr. Sheridan made a. celebrated ſpeech upon 
the fourth of the twenty Iriſh propoſitions ; and 
in the following year upon a motion he brought 

forward upon the ſubject of finance; of the 

former of which a tölerable report was pub- 
liſhed, and has been inſerted in the Parliamen- 
tary Regiſter. But Mr, Sheridan roſe to his 
greateſt he git as a ſpeaker in 1787, when he

opened the third article of impeachment in che 
houſe of commons againſt Mr. Haſtings, upon 
the ſubject of the puniſhment inflicted by him, 
for the rebellion, real or pretended, of the 
princeſſes of Oude.

But 
the ſcheme finally miſcartied. Mr. Sheridan 
next uadertook to inſtru a number of pupils 
in the art of elocution; and his publications 
about this period were Britiſh Education in oc- 
tavo, publiſhed in 1755: an Oration on Educi- 
tion; and an Addreſs on the State of the Iriſh 
Stage in 1758: a Diſcourſe on Oratory in 1759: 
Lectures on Elocution in one volume quarto; 
and a pamphlet on the Difficulties of Learning 
the Engliſh Tongue in 1762 : a Plan of Educa- 
tion in 1769: Lectures on the Art of Reading 

Proſe and Verſe in two volumes octavo in 1775:

Sheridan obſerves, that the irreligion and ſcep- 
ticiſm of the preſent age are owing to the 
Novenly manner in which our clergy read pray- 
ers ; that they might hitherto juſtify their neg- 


ligence and ignorance by the want of inſtruc- 


tion ; but that now that his book had been pub- 
liſhed, if irreligion and ſcepticiſin be not baniſhed 
out of the iſland, the clergy will remain without 
excuſe. Cicero has endeavoured to prove in his 
book de Oratore, that in order to be an orator, a 
man muſt be virtuous; Mr. Sheridan has re- 
verſed the maxim, and proved that the only way 
to be both virtuous and wiſe, is to ſtudy the art 
of ſpeaking. 


In the winter of 1782, Mr. Sheridan revived 

2 mode of entertainment, which he had attempt- 
ed thirteen years before under the appellation 
of an Attic Evening's Entertaiment, and which 
he gave now under the more modeſt and natural 
name of Engliſh Readings. In 1784 and 1785, 
he repeated theſe amuſements in conjunction 
with Mr. John Henderſon ; but, though we be- 
lieve, that Mr. Sheridan was greatly ſuperior 
to Mr. Henderſon in good ſenſe, in acquired ac- 
| com- 
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compliſhments and in elocution ; yet, ſuch was 
te fickleneſs of the multitude, that they be- 
ſtowed the palm openly upon his coadjutor, and 
treated Mr. Sheridan with negligence and con- 
tempt. In the year 1785 Mr. Sheridan pub- 
liſhed a work, which he had long projected, the 
Life of Doctor Jonathan Swift, in one volume 
octavo. This is infinitely ſuperior to any of the 
reſt of his performances, and, though i it be ſome- 
what Joquacious and prolix, yet 1s it upon the 
whole a noble monument of virtue and patrio- 
tiſm in the great character that is the ſubject of 
it. Mr. Sheridan alſo affixed ſome notes to an 
edition printed at the ſame time of the works of 
Swift. |

Glynn, Sawbridge, Oliver, Town« 
ſend, Bellas, Vaughan, and others, in the ſubſe- 
quent meaſures for the ſupport of Mr. Wilkes's 
cauſe, and in the inſtitution of the ſociety 
of the bill of rights.

would not permit the other ſufferers in the 
cauſe of liberty to ſhare in its benefits, Mr.

About 
this time Mr. Horne reſigned his gown, and, 
ſtill intereſting \ himſelf in politics, he was 
brought to his trial in 1777 for a libel, in hav- 

ing 
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ing charged the king's troops with murdering 
the American ſoldiery at Lexington and Bun- 
ker's Hill. In this trial Mr. Horne ſubpœnaed | 
lord George Sackville and ſeveral of the king's 
mitem who did not chink proper to anſwer his 
ſummons, and, having undertaken to plead his 
own cauſe, he delivered a ſpeech of about three 
hours, full of i ingenuity, argument and ſhrewd- 
neſs. Mr. Horne was at this time preparing 
himfelf for the bar ; but his uſual ill fortune at- 
tended him. Some trifling objections were con- 
jured up to exclude him from the profeſſion he 
had choſen, and in ſeveral attempts, which he 
made about this period, to addreſs his old au- 
diences of freeholders and others, he was con- 
ſtantly overborne and ſilenced by the clamours 
of a party. The native energy of his mind en- 
abled him to find a conſolation amidſt theſe diſ- 
appointments in the purſuits of literature, and, 
having applied himſelf to the ſtudy of univerſal 
grammar, the fruits of his labour appeared, firſt in 
a Letter to Mr. John Dunning [lord Aſhburton}

This gentleman devoted hinifelf to the 
purſuits of retirement and literature, and now 
refides in an advanced age at Twickenham in the 
county of Middleſex. He publiſhed'in 1758 a 
Catalogue of Royal and Noble Authors of Great 
Britain in two volumes duodecimo; in 1764 2 
Catalogue of Engravers; and the Caſtle of 
Otranto, a Hiſtorical Romance, in duodecimo; 
in 1768 Hiſtorical Doubts reſpecting the Charac- 
ter and Reign of King Richard the Third; and 
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in 175g the two firſt numbers of Miſcellaneous 
Antiquities. -Mr. Walpole alſo publiſhed at his 
. preſs at Strawberry Hill, an edition of the Me- 
moires du Comte de Grammont ; and the Anec- 
dotes of Painting in England, written by Mr. 
. George Vertue, in four volumes quarto; and 
contributed ſome of the moſt admired papers 
to a periodical publication, intitled the World. 
The laſt performance of Mr. Walpole is the 
| Myſterious Mother, a tragedy never performed, 
nor indeed publiſhed, though ſome copies 
have been made at the author's private preſs. 
He i is a writer of conſiderable elegance, inge- 
nuity and invention. In the affair of Chat- 
terton he was expoſed to ſome blame, without 
perhaps having greatly + deſerved it, upon ac- 
count of his not having patronized that unfor- 
tunate young man. But it muſt perhaps be 
acknowledged, that an acute and refined ſenſibi- 
lity is not the W = of Mr. Walpole” s cha- 
racter.

Warsox, Richard: DD. F.R S. lord biſhop: 
of Landaff, archdeacon of Ely, and regius pro- 
feſſor of divinity in the univerſity of Cambridge. 
This gentleman was firſt profeſſor of chemiſtry 
in the univerſity of Cambridge, and exchanged 
that office for his preſent profefforſhip in 1771. It 
was his capacity of chemical profeſſor, that led 
him to the compoſition of thoſe Chemical Eſſays 
which he afterwards publiſhed in 1791, and the 
following years in five volumes duodecimo, and 
which have been greatly applauded. But he firſt 
became known beyond the limits of his own uni- 
verſity by the publication of two ſermons, the 
firſt entitled the Principles of the Revolution 
Vindicated, and preached on the twenty-ninth of 
May 1776; and the ſecond preached on the An- 
niverſary of his Majeſty's Acceſſion in the ſame 
year. Theſe ſermons were the ſubject of much 
commendation on one fide, and bitter recrimina- 
tion on the other, according to the ſentiments of 

their 
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their reſpective readers. Doctor Watſon alſo - 
publiſhed at that time an Apology for Chriſtia · 
' nity, addreſſed to Mr. Gibbon, which, of all the 
anſwers to the attack of that gentleman, was the 
moſt liberal, the moſt elegant, and perhaps the 
moſt forcible. A Faſt Sermon preached by our 
| author in 1780, was alſo much admired ; and in 
the ſame year he publiſhed a Diſcourſe, Addrefled 
by him to the Clergy of Ely, in his capacity of 
archdeacon. The reward of the ſervices doctor 
. Watſon had contributed to the whig cauſe, was 
his appointment, under the adminiſtration of the 
marquis of Lanſdown in the year 1782, to the 
biſbopric of Landaff. Immediately upon his 
acceſſion to this ſee, his lordſhip publiſhed a 
Letter to the Archbiſhop of Canterbury, recom- 
mending a new diſpoſition of the church revenues, 
by which the biſhoprics ſhould be rendered equal 
in value to each other, and the poorer livings be 
ſo far increaſed in income, by a proportionate de- 
duction from the richer endowments as to ren- 
der them the ſource of a decent competence, The 
later publications of doctor Watſon have been a

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the thirtieth of January 1784; and a compilation 
of Theological Tracts in ſix volumes octavo. 


The ſame kind of animadverſion, with which 
doctor Watſon commenced, the career of pro- 
motion, has in ſome degree followed him through 
life. The character of a reformer ought un- 
doubtedly to be fearleſs, ſuperior to the threats 
of power, and the allurements of emolument ; 
and this character, in the opinion of his friends, 
the biſhop of Landaff has uniformly maintained. 
By his adverſaries it is aſſerted, that he is not 
a ſtranger to the pride of rank, that he is not 
deaf to the whiſpers of ambition, and that he is 
not inſenſible to the mortification of diſappoint- 
ment. It was perhaps an unfortunate coinci- 
dence of circumſtances, that obliged his lordſhip 
to oppoſe the commercial treaty concluded by | 
Mr. Pitt in 1786, in the ſame moment that Mr. 
Pitt's preceptor, doctor Pretyman, was elevated 
to the ſee of Lincoln. By the enemies of the 
| biſhop at leaſt, this was embraced as a topic of 
ſatire. But, if partiality be ridiculous, when it 
ſhuts its eyes upon the evidence of facts, it is 
however to be remembered in his lordſhip's fa- 

your, 
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Tour, that the character of a reformer is not leſs 
arduous, than honourable. There'is a numerous 
claſs of mankind, the friends of eſtabliſhed error, 
who are ready to ſeize with eagerneſs every op- 
portunity, to increaſe the difficulties of ſo noble 
a purſitit. It therefore becomes the friends of 
unpopular truth, to guard themſelves | againſt 
their infinuations; and not lightly and caprici- 
ouſly to give up a character, merely becauſe it 
is Expoſed to the ſhafts of male volence— 
Doctor Watſon obtained in 1786, a fortune of 
20,0001. under the will of his friend and pupil 
Mr. John Luther of Ongar in the county of

WEsLEY, John: A. M. He is the ſon of a 
very ingenious clergyman, a Mr. Samuel Weſ⸗ 
ley of the county of Devon. Mr. John Wefley 
commenced his career, as the leader of a ſect of 
religioniſts, in the year 1727. An enumeration 
of his works fince that time, would be much too 
extenſive for the bounds it would be proper to 
aſſign to an article in this catalogue. His 
Complete Body of Divinity, extracted and ab- 
ridged from various authors, conſiſts, if we re- 
member, of fifty volumes in octavo; and his 
other publications are not leſs voluminous. 
Thoſe which are beſt known are, a Commentary 
on the Bible in twelve volumes quarto; a Jour- 
nal of his Labours for the Converſion of Sinners 
in three volumes duodecimo; Free Thoughts 
on the State of Public Affairs during the buſineſs 
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of Mr Wilkes; a Calm Addreſs to the American 
Colonies reſpecting the Civil War; Primitive 
Phykic i in one volume duodecimo ; and a Hiſ- 
tory of England, chiefly taken from doctor 
Goldſmith's hiſtory, but interſperſed with pro- 
per notices of divine providence, in four volumes 
duodecimo. Mr. Weſley has alſo written ſeveral 
pamphlets on Liberty, Slavery, Neceſſity, Pre- 
deſtination, the Trinity, Original Sin, Imputed 
Righteouſneſs, and Irreſiſtible Grace. The la- 
bours of this celebrated man are truly extraor- 
dinary ; and the diſcipline of his ſect conſtitutes 
a complete ſyſtem of policy. Every hour of his 
day from four or five o'clock in the morning, is 
completely diſtributed, and often includes the 
preaching four ſermons, beſides the giving au- 
dience to the different claſſes of his followers, 
who attend him at ſtated hours. His preach- 
ers reſide in different towns of the kingdom, 
and leave thoſe towns exactly according to his 
direction. His hearers make confeſſion of 
their own fins and miſcarriages, and report 
thoſe of their neighbours of the ſame religion, 
at uniform and ſhort diſtances. Theſe reports 
indeed are not, and cannot be, all heard by the 
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leader in perſon ; but all the circumſtances of tlie 
report.are conveyed to him through regular and 


conſtant mediums. And the labours we have 


_ deſcribed are not relaxed, though the great 
leader of the ſe& be more than eighty-four years 
of age, Thus the diſcipline of this party of 
methodiſts will ſcarcely yield in compariſon 
to that of the Jeſuits in Paraguay ; with this 
additional circumſtance, that the Jeſuits form- 
ed their ſubjects into a diſtinct community, 
while Mr. Weſley has maintained the conſti- 


tution he has eſtabliſhed, among a people, 
ſcattered through every part of a great, a pow- 


- erful, and a luxurious nation, 


WHALLEY, Peter Sedgwick; a clergyman, and 


the intimate friend of Miſs Anna Seward. He 


has publiſhed Verſes Addreſſed to Mrs. Siddons ; 
| Verſes Vindicating Miſs Seward from the Ma- 
lignity of the Reviewers ; and ſeveral other poe+ 


tical pieces, 


| WaurTAXER, John: B. D. rector of Ruan 
Lanyhorne in the county of Cornwall. He has 
publiſhed a Hiſtory of Mancheſter in two vo- 
| U lumes 
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lumes quarto ; and the Genuine Hiftory of the 
_ Britons Aſſerted in one volume octavo. The 
hiſtory of Mancheſter is full of digreſſion and 
learned diſquiſition upon topics, which do not 
properly belong to the ſubject, but has been 
greatly admired for its ingenuity and acuteneſs. 
What is ſtill more extraordinary, it is canſidered 
as a work of elegance and imagination. Mr. 
Whitaker publiſhed in 1783 Sermons on Death, 
Judgment, Heaven and Hell in one volume 
duodecimo; in which a new ſtyle of rhetoric is 
attempted, and the author has profeſſed to in- 
tend to rouſe the imagination by the minuteneſs 
of his deſcriptions. In 1787, Mr. Whitaker 
_ Cloſed the controverſy, at leaſt for the preſent, 
reſpecting the innocence of Mary, queen of 
Scots, by a Vindication of that princeſs in three 
volumes octavo. Though he had been preceded 
on the ſame fide of the queſtion by the reſearch- 
es of Mr. Goodal, the acuteneſs of Mr. Tytler, 
and above all the genius of doctor Gilbert Stu- 
art, he is ſaid to have diſcovered ſome new ma- 
terials for the defence of his heroine, He has 
certainly exceeded all the writers who went be- 
fore him in the gloguepce of his epithets, ſince 


there 
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there is hardly a page of his work where Eliza- 
beth is not treated with the ſtyle of © an infernal 
wretch,” and © a devil incarnate.” 


Warrz, Joſeph : D. D. Laudian profeſſor of 
Arabic in the univerſity of Oxford, and prebenda- 
ry of Glouceſter. He publiſhed in 1776 De Uri- 
litate Linguæ Arabiræ in Studitis Theologicis Oratid ; 
and in 1779 a Sermon on the Reviſal of the Eng- 
liſh Tranſlation of the Old Teſtament; and an 
edition, in one volume quarto, of the Syriac 
Philoxenian Verſion of the Four Goſpels. In 
17863 doctor White preſented the world with an 

edition of the Civil and Military Inſtitutes of 
Tamerlane in one volume quarto; and in 1785 
with a volume of Sermons Preached at Bamp- 
ton's Lecture in Oxford upon the Comparative 
Evidences of Mahometaniſm and Chriſtianity. 
The learning of doctor White was made known 
to the world by his former publications; but his 
genius, and the eloquence and energy of his 
ſtyle were firſt eſtabliſhed by his Sermons on Ma- 
hometaniſm. He is ſaid to be at this time en- 


geaged in a Hiſtory of Egypt.

of his friend. In the affair of his baniſhment, 
Mr. Wilkes was the occaſion of bringing into 
queſtion the buſineſs of general warrants, and of 
ultimately gaining an important point in favour 
of the popular part of our conſtitution. Having 
ſuddenly returned to England at the time'of the 
| general election in 1768, it was again bis for- 
tune to involve the country in a great conſtitu- 
tional queſtion reſpeCting the right of election. 
Mr. Wilkes was an unſucceſsful candidate to re- 
| preſent t the City i of London, but was immediately 
after elected by the freehe Iders of the county of 
Middleſex. By the abſurd policy of adminiſtra- 
tion, he was three times expelled from the houſe 
of commons, and being as often re-elected by the 
county, they thought proper finally to accept a 
candidate, whoſe number of votes fell ſhort of 
thoſe of Mr, Wilkes in the proportion of near 
| five to one. The publications of this celebrated
